The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-25 and 37-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Beihoffer et al (US 
6,072,101). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record and following response. 

The instantly recited "greater than 25%" could be "25.01%" for example, which 
overlaps "about 25%" of Beihoffer et al since said "about 25%" could be "25.4%". With 
respect to applicant's assertion on the examples of Beihoffer et al, see In re Mills, 477 
F2d 649, 176 USPQ 196 (CCPA 1972), Reference must be considered for all that is 
discloses and must not be limited to preferred embodiments or working examples. 
Also, applicant points the Table 8 of the specification for the unexpectedly high fluid 
absorption and retention properties, but fails to state specific sections. The examiner 
does not see such since only sample I (sample G is taught by Beihoffer et al) falls within 
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the scope of the claim, but it does not show the asserted unexpectedly high fluid 
absorption and retention properties when it is compared with samples C or G taught by 
Beihoffer et al. 

The recited "claim 36" in line 1 of claim 41 should be "claim 37" since it said claim 
36 recites "the core" of claim 37 and since claims 36, 35 and 26 do not recite any core. 

Claims 26-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
